The State Elections. |
From the Times,

The resulte of the Iate eolections show very
clearly that the contest has been almost pre
claely s it wus two years ago, between the
Democratic and the Union parties, The dit-
ferences between Congress and the President
have had no porceptible influence upon the porty
divisions ot the past four or five years. Nor has
the PLiladelphin Convention, strong us was the
impression which it made at the outset upon the
publie mind, produced any marked effect upon
political orgunizations m the zoveral States
where eclections have been held. On the one
side is the old Democratic vole, Inoressed or
diminished somewhers here and there by local

influences, and on the other is the,Unlon mn-
jority, stronger ou the whole than ever before,
and not at all adected either by the strong
appenls made to ita judgment and roason, or by
the lufluence and patronage of the General
Governmwent brought to bear upon it It is un-
doubtedly true that the whole power of the Ad-
ministrution has been thrown agamst the
Republican party; yet that power, grent ns it
slwams is, has been able to effeot absolutely
nothing in the general result,

The resson ol this ks found in the fact that it
has bheen thrown in favoer of the Democratic
party, as organized and directed during the
war, [t has not been used with primary regard
to the prineiples and poliey of the Administra-
tion Itsclf, The Philadelphin Covvention set
forth what we belleve to be the Administration
platiorm on the subject of Restoration: but that
platiorms was not made the basis of political
action by the Administration itaelf or by any-
body else, It was simply surrendered to the
Democratic party as u n{epplnu-swne to power.
The leaders of that party seized upon it for
that use. Their subsequent action proyed con-
clusively that their motives in accepting and
endorsing it were partisan—that they sought,
not 50 much the restoration of the Union as
the reorganization and reinstatement of their
OWN purty.

The Philadelphia Convention gave the country
4 basie of restoration upon the principles set-
tled by the war—and to this the South gave iis
unaniwouns, sineere, and cordial assent, It the
Democrats of the North had m‘ccgl«erl it with
the same sincere desire for the public good, it
would have been indorsed and reaffirmed by the
people. But they did nothing of the sort, They
took it a& pert ol their own stock in trade.
They seized it as the lndder upon which they
were to olimb bick again into tne high places
from winch they had been expelled., Designed
s & grest natonal movement, for the attain-
ment of natioval ends, it became, 1o their bauds,
i tool for the attainment of & partisan poarpose
—for the iesumption of officinl place and party
power,

Untortunately the friends of the Administra-
tion lent themselves to the project, Demo-
cratic committees und Democratic candidates
n'(smjrwl to Washington and demanded of the
Admimsiration fthe waid of its patronage and
its influence tor their party purposes, and it was
very largely accorded to them. Democrats of
Copperhead antecedents were appointed to
office—uot uvivevsally, perbaps o len through
inadvertence and lack of intormation—but
upon tbhe appheation of Democratic leaders,

far more auxious to restore their party to
power than {o serve the Administration
or gave the Union. The same men,

scting irom the same motives, secured Demo-
eratic nominations for State otfices and for Con-
gress, wherever they had coances of success,
and the whole eurrent of political action ran
in the same direction.

The natural effect ol all this was to produce
tupon the public mind the econviction that the
wm of the Adminpistration was to restore the
Demoeratic party to poower; snd as this conyic-
tion grew the politicul power of the Admimstia-
tion dwindled until it absolutely ceased, us the
restlt shows, to bave any perceptible influence
upon the elections whatever., There is one
thing upon which the people have made up
their minds, and veither the President nor any
other power cun chanee it, and that is that the
regtoration of the Union shall not be intrusted
to the men who Lried to destroy it by war, nor
1o thosge who failed to resist that avtempt by all
the mears in their power. This determination
may not be logleal, nor constitutional. nor
strietly in accordance with the rights of States
and sections; but it is instinective and uncon-
querable. Onee let v be distinetly understoud
that the Democralic party 1s not to be restored
10 its old ascendaney, and the people will be
liveral, just, and generous in their adjustment
of all political diterences; but so long as that

oint 15 left in doub!, they will be exacting and
ntolerant vpon all, The [ate e¢lections show
that they intend to have guarantees upon that

oint tirst; and nothing 18 likely to be galoed,
In any quarter or by any party, by resisting
and delying thelr will,
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Late Elections—0ur National Flouances,
From the Herald.

The eleciions that have just taken place have
made the issue with regard to Southern restora-
tion & simple one. The conditions luid down by
Congress have been approved by the popular
voice—by the people of the Northern Btates,
who have the sole power over the guestion in
their hands, When we ay the Northern States,
we Llnke it for granted that the rest will go as
Maine, Vermeut, Pennsylvania, Onio, Indiana,
and Tows have gope, The elections 1 these
States are soflicient to show the onrrent and
toroe of popular sentiment throughout the whols
Narth. The verdict 1= decisive.

TLe achion of Congress neoxt session in the
matter of restoring the Southern States will be
undoubtedly in accordapce with his ver-
diet. The conservative Republicans, hav-
ing obtamed the victery and secured the
lease of power they wanted, can now
afford tw act with more promptuness and
generostty in restoring the South than under
other circumstauces, They have uothing lo
fear with regard to their political future by
adinitting  the Southern Siates immetintely
those States ratily e Copstitutional amend-
went, They will even stremgthen their pos=i-
tion by doing s0. They are powerful enough
in Congress 1o cairy out this policy m spite of
the radicsl destructives, The President, Loo,
It is to be hoped, will e the uecessity ot the
present situation, und will aet in concert with
the conservative sua,l(.ritv in bringing aboutl au
early restoration under the Congressional plan,
This, 11 seems to us, 18 the only practicshle
plan lett, uand the oply safe course lelt to
pursuve.

We need a spredy settlement of the political
difficulty, not onlv becsuse there = danger in
kegping it open unul iv beecomes coronic, but
becapse there are other Importunt questions
demanding atrention. The  most important of
these is that relsting to our patiopsl finanges,
Wepresent the estracrdmary spectacle st the
present time of being the richest and most
prosperous counntry in the world, ralsing nearly
a hundred and ity milllons a year surplug
revenne, paving off the national debt rapidly,
i showipg vevond dispmie our ability to
axiingulzh 1he whole debt in tifteen or twenty
yenre, and yet, a! the same lime, our securities
are not wortn mnthe markeis of the world tlgﬂl
their renl value compared with the secarities
of other countries, Hritish Three Per Cent.
Counsols are quoted at ninety, while our six
per cent, gold-bearing interest bouds are sell

t seventy.
im; T‘muﬂﬂ‘l igon with the stogks of other natlons
will show o similar result, if not qulle so great
g dierence, To the mass of people this wuoma-
one siate of things mndt seem almos<l ineom-
,pmlu-h.-ibh‘- 1t 15 really & homitlating spectiole

for us, and it oalls for someo action to place onr
oredit on & proper tooting, The credit of an in-
dividoal i mensured by hiv ability 10 pay, al-
WAYA Aupposing he is honest and willing to pay.
It thould be the same with nations, Taking it for
pranted that no one has any doubt of LLis great
republic keeping its faith with the navonal
creditors, the only questien that would be raised
to keep our stocks depreciated s ns to onr
menns of paying. Well, the exhibit we have
made and are makingol onr wonderful resources
Is o suflicient answer to that, While the richost
natlons of Burope bove greal difficuity in
muking both ends meet, and have nearly reached
the imit of theiwr productiyve power, we, with a
aebt us large #s the largest, rockoning by the
imterest it hears, have an immenss gur{i'luu reve-
nue, and are able to pay off the principal of oor
debt at the rate ol nently & himdred and fifty
millfons n year.

This 1# our present conditfon; but when we
look at the meslculable resonroes of this vast
continent, at the surprising productive power of
tharty-five millions ot active and enlightened
freemen, and st the Incrense of population,
which doubles in twenty-five years—when we
look st these facts, unpagalleled in the history
of nations, who ecan i;mlh[ our ability to pay
not only the interest, but the principal of the
debt also within a few years? In fael, a debt
that wonld welgh down any other country 1s
comparatively a trifle 1o us,

We eall upon the Administration and Con-
gress, then, to heal up our political trouhles at
once, and turn their attention to this most im-
portant matter, Let our inances and Anancial
syatem be placed upon such 8 basis us o make
onr credit stund as hagh or higher than that of
any nation; for that 18 where it ought to be,
Let the debt be consolidated and simplified In
one form, and & sinking fund established at
the same time, with the lixed object of ex-
tinguishing the whole within a reasonable time,
Let non-interest-bearing legal tenders be sub-
gtituted for the nationul bank notes, and the
interest-bearing bonds, upon which these notes
are based, be eavcelled to the same amonnt.
The interest which the Government would thus
suve—sny some twenty millions o year—might
be made e sinking fund, or & part of it, By
ekiliful; statesmaniike management in making
these chaunges, a considerable portion of the
debl might be swept away in the process,
Nothing would bring us sooner o specie pay-
ments, and it would effectually destroy the
moneyed oligarchy which ia iastening itself
upon the country aud the lubor of the poor.
Assuming that oor politieal aitheulties will be
settled, this remams the paramount subject tor
our statesmen and the Governonient to take up,
What statesman will immortualize himseltf—
what party will establish itself—by solving this
the greatest of all our domestic questions?
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Falsifying Election Returns,
From the World.

The Heraid is the most scandalously unfair
of all the radieal papers io its published
election returnsg and comments upon the same.
Having predicted the ntter rout oif the Demo-
cralic party in the election just past, it
munages to give the impression to its renders
that the radicals had made heavy gains, when
the facta are the otber way. In the cas=e of

Ohlio, for iustance, it compares the mnjority
this year with Cox’s majority last year in the
canvuss for Governor., Cox, it will be remem-
bered, made  severnl  aoti-negro-sufirage
speeches, for which he was cuat at the polis by
the radicals, thus very Iargely reducing lafa
own vole us compared with the rest of his
ticket,

The proper compurison with the vote of last
Tuesday is that o1 1864, when the full vote was
out. Lincoln’s mul'on'..y wis nearly 60,000; we
do not beheve the Republican majority this year
will reach 30,000 the radicals do not ¢laim more
thun 42,000, Vallandigham was beaten by nearly
100,000 majority, and judging by that vote, we
have made enormous gains; but 1t would not pe
# lair comparison. ‘The following figures tell tue
story ot the heavy Deomocratic gains as com-
pared with the vote two years since:—
